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Response to Amendment and Arguments 

The applicant has proposed to amend claims 1 , 8 and 30 to correct an 
antecedent basis problem noted by the examiner in the final rejection of December 18, 
2002. This change, if provided by itself without the other additional amendments, would 
be acceptable for entry after a final rejection since it was previously suggested by the 
examiner. 

The applicant has proposed to amend claim 35 to include a recitation of a rank 
indicator. This amendment would necessitate further searching and consideration by the 
examiner and would not simplify issues in case of appeal and is thus unacceptable for 
entry after a final rejection. 

The applicant has proposed to add new claims 40-43 which were not previously 
presented for examination. These claims do not correspond to any cancelled claims and 
are not deemed to simplify issues in case of appeal and are thus unacceptable for entry 
after a final rejection. 

The applicant has argued that the identification of a natural frequency as 
disclosed by Bartky and utilized in the applied rejections is different from an 
identification of a natural period as claimed by applicant. This argument is unpersuasive 
to the examiner since a waveform's frequency is defined as the inverse of the 
waveform's period and thus an identification of a natural frequency of a pressure 
fluctuation waveform is equivalent to an identification of a natural period of a pressure 
fluctuation waveform.
